SPEED RECORDS - 


.Three years ago, Britain held 
every speed record that was 
worth while on land, water, or 
in'the air, To-day, there re- 
mains to us Only one, the land 
speed record established and re- 


established by Sir Malcolm. 


Campbell. It is not‘ surprising 
therefore that there shouldbe 
some disappointment at the 
Government's decision that, for 
the time being at any rate, Great 
‘| Britain will not attempt to re 
gain. the world’s air speed re- 
cord which she lost to Italy 
when Warrant: Officer Agello 
flew over Lake Garda in. the 
spring of this year at a speed 
of 423.76 miles an‘ hour. On 
land and water Great Britain is 
still one of the fastest-moving 
ndtions; she holds the. records 
for the world’s specdiest trains. 
Her water records are only 
just. short’ of America’s. 


Englishmen would naturally like 
to see her obtain’ the principal 
speed record that she docs not 
possess, But for the immediate 
future the decision of Lord Lon- 
donderry, Secretary of State for 
Air, is final. Lord Londonderry 
has’ several strong reasons to 
support his action. The cost of 
preparing to. regain the record. 
would amount to something like 
£200,000—a very considerable 
sum of money at a time of na- 
tional economy.

tory would so increase the pre- 
stige of British engines and 
aeroplanes that the commercial 
harvest would be well worth the 
initial cost, Lord Londonderry 
observes that after the last two 
Schneider Trophy race victories 
British exports in_ these lines 
attually declined.
